| Fear Revolution 


Spells Their Ruin 


They Are Selling Stock 
Holdings for Any Price. 
Rich Austrians Do Like- 


wise — Teuton Money 
Falls. 


Geneva, November 27.—Wealthy 
Germans and Austrians, headed by 
the former royal families, are sell- 
ing their stock holdings at any 
price, fearing that the revolution 
will result, as it did for the wealthy 
families in Russia, in the loss of 
their private fortunes. 

German and Austrian money has 


fallen considerably in value, on the 
bourse during the last few days. 
The German mark was quoted at 60 
francs per hundred today, and the 
Austrian crown at 29 frances per 
hundred. These prices are the low- 
est since the war began. 

Swiss bankers believe that the 
mark and crown will continue to 
fall as long as the wealthy Ger- 
mans and Austrians dispose of their 
holdings. 


HARRY THAW DINES 
WITH HIS MOTHER 
ON THANKSGIVING 


Philadelphia, November 27,—Harry 
K. Thaw, who has been in the 
Pennsylvania Hospital for the In- 
sane in this city since March, 1917, 
has been taken to Pittsburg by his 
mother, over the Thanksgiving holi- 
day. Former Judge James Gay Gor- 
don, counsel for the Thaw family 
in the commitment proceedings, ob- 
tained an order from the county 
court to permit Thaw to go to Pitts- 
burg, it became known tonight. He 
will be returned to the institution 
early next week. 


“Spendthrift Trust” 


Unorganized strikes have broken 
eut in several of the large plants 
around Berlin. They are wholly local 
in nature, and are the result of de- 
mands made by the strikers for a 
fixed rate of daily wage instead of a 
piece schedule. , 

Former workers in the munition 
plants are insisting upon the contin- 
uance of the “prosperity” wages paid 
during the war, whereas, the em- 
ployers are now starting a peace 
production and are striving to re- 
align the wage conditions. 

Several of the plants have shut 
down. The workers are threatening 
to socialize the plants. 

Unless the situation at the coal 
mines and the transport service 
show immediate improvement, Ger- 
many will be forced to inaugurate 


more rigid. fuel economy. 

The events ofthe last few days, 
culminating Monday in the meeting 
of the heads of the various German 
states at Berlin, have indicated that 
with the exception of the numerical- 
ly unimportant Spartacus’ group, 
there is complete agreement in Ger- 
many that a national assembly must 
be held. 

Radicals Oppose Assembly. 

While the majority socialists and 
bourgeois desire the assembly to be 
summoned as speedily as possible, 
the independent socialists take the 
atand that the introducticn of so- 
cialist reforms is more important 
and must be brought about first. 

In their efforts to postpone the 
summoning of the assembly, the in- 
dependent socialists are supported 
group, who op- 
pose the assembly altogether. 

The attitude of the independent 
socialists was stated by Herr Haase 
in an address to independent so- 
cialists Monday night. He declared 
the assembly must be convened, but 
that*the most vital interests of the 
proletariat demmanded that the 
ground gained by the revolution 
must be first fortified securely 
while the proletariat still has the 
power to do so. 

Other independent socialists go so 
far as to declare that eventual oc- 
cupation_by allied troops would be 
a cheap price to pay for a com- 
plete victory of socialists, by which 
they apparently mean the inde- 
pendent brand of socialism. 

The attitude of the majority so- 
cialists in the government is set 
forth by Philip’ Scheidemann in 
He declares that 
the alleged technical difficulties in 
the way of early elections can easily 
be overcome. 

There is no need, he says, for the 
usual preliminary registration and 
the drafting of election lists. Every 
soldier has a military pass upon the 
presentation of which he would be 
able to vote wherever he might 
happen to be. The pass could be 
stamped to prevent repeating. A 
uniform pass easily could be issued 
to other citizens and women en- 
titling them to vote in the same 
manner as the soldiers. 

Germany Unity Is Urged. 

The German federal. conference 
has adopted the following resolu- 
tions: 

“There is absolute necessity for 
all German tribes to act in unison 
for the maintenance of Germanys 
unity and to fight all the separatist 
movements. 

“The proposal for a speedy sum- 
moning of the national assembly 
meets general approbation. 

“Until the meeting of the national 
assembly, the soldiers and work- 
men’s councils will represent the 
people's will. 

“The administration of the empire 
is requested to work for the secur- 
ing of a preliminary peace with the 
utmost speed.”

TEXAS DRY LAW KILLED 
BY DEGREE UF COURT 


Austin, Texas, November 27.—The 
attorney general’s motion for a re- 
hearing in the state-wide prohibi- 
tion test case was overruled by the 
court of criminal appeals today. 
With the issuance of the court man- 
date which, if custom is followed, 
wilt be Friday, the last step will 


be taken and the prohibition act 
will be declared unconstitutional. 
Judge Prendergast dissents. 

The opinion, which was written by 
Judge W. C. Morrow, holds that 
military necessity does not become 
authority for the passage of a law 
unless public danger be immediate, 
imminent and pending. It further 
holds that statutory prohibition was 
not necessary to protect’ soldiers 
from liquor evils on account of reg- 
ulations already existing. 

Attorney General Lo@ney has 
maintained that the portions of the 
act forbidding transportation of in- 
toxicating liquors are unaffected by 
the decision of the court and has 
obtained injunctions forbidding rail- 
roads from disregarding these fea- 
tures. The Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
Fe railway has an oppeal pending 
to dissolve the injunctions and the 
constitutionality of these portions 
will probably be carried to the su- 
preme court. 

Attorney 


General B. B. Looney 
declares the state still is legally 
“dry,” and his department will 
Spare no effort authorized by law 
to prohibit traffic in intoxicating 
liquors. 

The state comptroller, followinz 
an opinion given him by the attor- 
ney general, said he would not is- 
sue permits to obtain licenses to 
sell liquor in Texas. 

The attorney general holds that 
only the part of the law which pro- 
hibits selling of intoxicants is af- 
fected by the recent decision and 
that those parts which make it a 
felony to transport, advertise, man- 
ufacture, deliver, receive or store 
liquors are still in force. He also 
holds that all liquor licenses became 
void when the act went into effect 
and that no law authorizing the is- 
suance of new licenses is now in 
force. 

The next legal step to 
license open to saloon men 
file motion in the supreme court 
for leave to file petition for man- 
damus to force the comptroller to 
issue permits.

Revision of War Reve- 
nue Measure Completed 
Along Those Lines. 


Washington, November 21.—Revi- 
sion of the war revenue Dill was 
substantially completed tonight by 
the senate finance committee. 
Amendments perfecting the pro- 
gram of raising six billion dollars 
in 1919 was adopted, and by a strict 
party vote the committee furmally 
approved Chairman Simmons’ plan 
to raise four billion dollars in 1920 
through reduction of individual and 
corporation income rates,. elimina- 
tion of the war profits tax and re- 
duction of the excess profits rates. 

Be Strict Party Vote. 

With the seven republicans of 

the committee voting solidly in op- 


position, the ten democrats adopted 
Chairman Simmons’ plan for 1920 
to reduce the normal income tax 
rate for individuals and corpora- 
tions trom 12 to 8 per cent, to abol- 
ish the 80 per cent war profits rate 
after 1919 and to reduce the ex- 
cess profits rates in 1920 to a min- 
imum of 20 per cent and a maximum 
of 40 per cent or two-thirds of the 
1919 rate. 

Although the committee now prac- 
tically has completed the bill, it 
became known today that the in- 
ternal revenue bureau has almost 
despaired of the enactment of the 
measure before January 1, and has 
made full’ plans for collection of 
taxes under the old law, by which 
it is estimated only $4,000,000,000 
would be produced next year. The 
old law, which remains effective 
until repealed by the new revenue 
bill, specifically enjoins the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue to pre- 
pare forms for use of tax-payers 
to report their incomes, profits and 
other taxable matters between Janu- 
ary 1 and March 1, 

Daniel CC. Roper, revenue commis- 
sioner, also explained today that 
he would be forced to. administer 
excise, floor, business, transporta- 
tion, and other taxes collectable 
monthly under the old law after 
January 1, if the new measure is 
not finally enacted by then. 

Fight Coming in Senate. 

Both the programs for 1919 and 
1920 taxation, except for minor 
amendments to be made when the 
committee reconvenes next Friday, 
virtually were completed today. 
After Friday’s meeting a reprint of 
the bill will be made and Chairman 
Simmons plans to report it to the 
senate some time next week. The 
republicans announced their inten- 
tion to oppose inclusion of 1920 rates 
in the bill and may file a minority 
report. 

Chairman Simmons’ plan for 1920 
revenue was adopted without 
change. Its provision for reduction 
from 12 to 8 per cent in the normal 
rates on individual incomes also pro- 
vides that the rate shall be 6 per 
cent in 1919 and 4 per cent in 1920 
on the first four thousand dollars 
of taxable incomes. ’ 

Chairman _Trhcmatnaenl said Secretary 
McAdoo does not approve the 1920 
program in its entirety, as he de- 
sired higher normal rates to con- 
tinue on both individual and cor- 
poration incomes and also opposed 
continuation of the excess profits 
taxation plan. 

Among less important decisions of 
the committee today were rejec- 
tion of proposals by Senator Smoot 
to impose a 1 per cent tax on gross 
retail sates and to exempt corpora- 
tions with less than $1,000,000 capi- 
tal from excess profits taxes. The 
committee also considered requ@sts 
to abolish the floor, or stock taxes 
on tobacco, but decided finally upon 
their retention. 


GEORGIA BOY KILLED 
IN AIRPLANE CRASH 


Arcadia, Fla., November 27.— 
Three deaths resulted from acci- 
dents at the aviation fields here to- 
day, two of them at Carlstrom field 
and one at Dorr field. 

While about 1,500 feet in the afir, 
Lieutenant Thomas W. Cumminys 
and Lieutenant G. H. Gissennet, the 
former driving a scout plane, and 
the latter a Curtiss pursuit plane, 
collided. Both came whirling to the 
earth, and the two men were in- 
stantly killed. 

At Dorr field, Lieutenant W. H. 
Mulvihill, of New York city, was 
flying at about 1,000 feet elevation 
when something apparently went 
wrong with his engine and he 
crashed to earth. Death was in- 
stantaneous. His young wife and 
babe are here and they leave tomor-‘ 
row with the body for Pittsburg, 
Pa., her home city. 

Cummings From Augusta. 

Augusta, Ga., November 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Augusta was shocked today 
to learn of the death in an airplane 
accident at Arcadia, Fla., of Lieu- 
tenant Tom Cummings, eldest son 
of Mr. and Mrs. H. H. Cummings, 
of The Hill, this city. 

jeutenant Cummings was 22 years 
of age, popular with everyone, and 
of one of the most prominent families 
in this section.

He had been at the aviation camp 
at Americus up to a week ago, and 
had only recently arived at the Ar- 
cadia camp. The body will be 
brought to Augusta for interment. 


SUGAR CARDS PASS 
IN UNITED STATES 
ON DECEMBER 1 


Washington, November 27.—Dis- 
tribution of sugar under the cer- 
tificate system will be discontinued 
December 1 under an order issued 
today by the food administration. 
In announcing the order the admin- 
istration emphasized that requests 
for conservation of sugar were in 
no way modified. Domestic consum- 
ers, it was said, will be expected to 
observe the voluntary ration of four 
pounds per person a month and pub- 
lic eating places will be required 
to use only four pounds of sugar 
for each ninety meals served.

But Cannot Forget 
Crimes of Germany 


Archbishop of Canterbury 
Answers Appeal of Prof. 
Deissmann for Mercy for 
Germany--Righteousness 
Must Be Vindicated. 


London, November 27.—The arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, in replying to 
a m*ssage from Professor Deiss- 
mann, of Berlin university, trans- 
mitted by Archbishop Soderblom, of 
Upsala, imploring merciful treat- 
ment at the peace conference “in 
the name of Christianity,” says: 

“Professor Deissmann’s statement 
as to the present situation is not 
one which [ can accept as correct. 
He speaks of the European situa- 
tion as though all that is needed 
on the part of Christian circles in 
the belligerent nations is ‘mutual 
forgiveness and conciliation in order 
to fight in unison against the ter- 
rible consequences of the war and 
to serve the moral improvements of 
the nations and mankind.” 

The archbishop calls attention to 
the fact that on September 22, 1915, 
he sent a letter to Professor Deiss- 
mann pointing out these essential 
matters, but received no reply ex- 
cept a verbal acknowledgement, and 
continues: 

“We have fought without hatred, 
and so far as possible, without pas- 
sion, and now that victory crowns 
the cause for which we fought, we 
desire to be equally free from ha- 
tred and passion in the course we 
follow as victors. 

“But we cannot forget the terri- 
ble crime wrought against humani- 
ty and civilization when this stu- 
pendous war with its irreparable 
agony and cruelty was let loose in 
Europe. Nor can we possibly ignore 
the savagery which the German 
high command displayed in carry- 
ing on the war. Outrages in Bel- 
gium in the early months, and, in- 
deed, ever since, the character of 
the devastation wrought in France, 
including the inhuman deportation 
of innocent civilians; the subma- 
rine warfare against passenger 
ships, like the Lusitania, and the 
rejoicings which ensued in Germa- 
ny; the unspeakable crueltieg exer- 
cised on defenseless prisofiers down 
to the very end, including even the 
last few weeks, ali these things 
compel the authorities of the allied 
powers to take security against a 
repetition of such a crime. 

“The position would be different 
had there been on the part of Chris- 
tian circles in Germany any public 
protest against these gross wrongs 
or any repWdiation of their perpe- 
trators. 

“The peace we hope to achieve 

must be a peace not of hate or re- 
venge, the fruits of which might 
be further and even more terrible 
strife. We wish by every means to 
avert that possibility. But, right- 
eousness must be vindicated, even 
though vindication involves sterne- 
ness. 
“There is, however,«as I need 
hardly say, no wish on the part of 
the allied nations to crush or de- 
stroy the peoples of Germany. Evi- 
dence to the contrary is amply 
abundant.” 


BARUCH OFFERED 
MTADOO'S PLAGE 


Baruch Thinks That He 
Should Not Enter the 
Cabinet, But Wilson Is 
Said to Insist. 


Washington, November — Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, chairman of the 
war industhes board, it was under- 
stood today, has been offered the 
post of secretary of the treasury to 
succeed Secretary McAdoo. 

Whether he will be nominated is 
an open question. Without actually 
declining to serve, it is said that 
Mr. Baruch has urged upon the 
president strongly his belief that he 
should not enter the cabinet, on the 
ground that his wealth, largely in 
government and other securities, 
would be seriously embarrassing. 

The ill-health of Representative 
Carter Glass, chairman of the house 
banking and currency committee, 
who also has been mentioned for 
the office, is said to have been in- 
fluential in determining the presi- 
dent to ask Mr. Baruch to put aside 
his known abjections. 

For director general of railroads 
to succeed Mr. McAdoo, Charles A. 
Prouty, now director of the railroad 
administration’s division of public 
service and accounts, is believed to 
be one of the men under considera- 
tion. 

The president is expected to make 
selections for both the treasury and 
railroad administration before he 
sails for Europe next week.

ALLIES ARE STUDYING 
EXTRADITION MATTER 


But No Decision Has Yet 
Been Reached—William 
Declines to Send a Mes- 
sage to the American 
People. 


London, November 27.—The for- 
eign office confirms the report that 
British law officers of the crown, 
in co-operation with the French au- 
thorities, are considering the ques- 
tion of extradition of the former 
German emperor. The foreign office 
says the law officers have not yet 
made a report, and consequently no 
action has yet been taken. 

William Hohenzollern will have 
to leave Holland if his presence 
there becomes perilous to that coun- 
try, Premier Ruija de Beerenbrouck 
is quoted by the Amsterdam corre- 
Spondent of The Daily Express as 
declaring in the second chamber of 
the Dutch parliament November 20. 

“The kaiser is in Holland as a 
private person,” said the prem:-er as 
quoted by the correspondent. “The 
hospitality of the country is ex- 
tended him in accordance with cen- 
turies-old tradition. But it goes

Newspapers here devote much 
Space to discussions of the revela- 
tions made by Bavaria in publish- 
ing official telegrams which pass- 
ed between Berlin and Munich just 
before the war broke out in 1914. 
They agree that the guilt of Ger- 
many and Austria, persistently de- 
nied during the past four years, has 
been proved by the Bavarian gov- 
ernment. 

Challenge to Germany. 

“Germany has been challenged 
again and again to produce the 
whole correspondence between Ber- 
lin and Vienna during July, 1914,” 
says The Times. ‘She has never 
dared produce it. Will the new gov- 
ernment dare—just to show the gulf 
between it and its predecessors? 
Bavaria has proved she was an ac- 
complice of Berlin and Vienna. She 
supported them until they lost, and 
now she shall not whiten her char- 
acter in the eyes of the allies by 
blackening the record of her con- 
federates.” 

“The kaiser, after-taking every 
possible step to throw the allies off 
their guard, struck, expecting in a 
few weeks to have the world at his 
feet.” says The Mail. “The revela- 
tions made by Bavaria will not sur- 
prise the allies nor dispassionate 
historians in neutral countries.” 

“Thus was the blood bath pre- 
pared. Is the Kaiser to be allowed 
to go without trial?” is the com- 
ment of The Express. 

The Morning Post says that Dr. 
Solf, in appealing for modification 
of the armistice terms, is following 
exactly the tactics disclosed in the 
published telegrams. 

“It now appears that his repre- 
sentatious of starving conditions in 
Germany are false,” the newspapers 
continue. “No doubt there is hard- 
ship in Germany, but whose fault 
is that? So far as the associated 
governments are concerned, domes- 
tic dissensiongs in Germany serve 
merely to put them on the alert 
against that treachery which is in- 
grained in Germany.”

‘The widely circulated rumor that

is absolutely without foundation. 
There will be no such control and 
the situation itself precludes any 
such control. The peace conference 
itself will undoubtedly decide upon 
the manner of announcing its delib- 
erations and decisions and the right 
of correspondents to free movement 
and interview is, of course, one that 
cannot be abridged in any degree. 


Why Creel Goes to Europe. 


“The postmaster general is mak- 
ing a study of the cables with a view 


_to aiding the press in every possible 


way and will shortly make his own 
statement. 

“Mr. Creel, who has made all ar- 
rangements for the discontinuance 
of the domestic work of the com- 
mittee on public information, is pro- 
ceeding to Europe to wind up the 
work of the foreign section. He has 
no connection whatsoever with the 
peace commission, 

“The representatives of the com- 
mittee on public information who 
sailed last week did not in any 
manner constitute an official peace 
conference press mission. They were 
stenographers, accountants, film men 
and division heads, not one of whom 
will have connection with the peace 
conference or with the preparation 
of the conference’s press matter.

U. 9. TROOPS IN RUSSIA 
WINTER IN LOG HUTS 


Archangel, November 27.—In log 
huts and wind shelters, made of 
birch boughs, American troops are 
holding the line against the Bolshe- 
viki on the middle sector of the 
northern front in the region of 
Kadish. After ten weeks of fight- 
ing in swamps and thick under- 
growth, the Americans now are 
snowed in and have bivouacked 
along an ice-filled stream on the 
opposite side of which are the camp- 
fires of the enemy. 

Under British command and with 
British forces aiding them _ the 
American infantrymen on this sec- 
tor probably have had more fight- 
ing and more hardships than other 
American units in Russia. The 
force has been operating between 
the Dvina river and the Vologda 
railroad through a territory of 
swamps and “forests. The roads 
have been in bad condition and the 
only means of transporting supplies 
to a greater part of the front has 
been wheelbarrow-shaped carts 
drawn by sturdy Russian pone, 

The campaign began early in Au- 
gust when a British and French 
force entered Seletskoe, a large vil- 
lage on the River Emtsa. They 
were forced to move to another 
seetor and the Bolsheviki occupied 
the town only to be driven out a 
few weeks later when American re- 
inforcements arrived. Since early 
in September the opposing forces 
have battled back and forth along 
the road leading toward Petrograd.

The Bolsheviki at times try the 
force of their “oratorical artillery” 
on the Americans, On two nights 
during the last week  English- 
speaking Bolsheviki appeared in No 
Man’s Land and made speeches urg- 
ing the Americans not to fight.

On Wednes- 
day a Russian detachment surprised 
and defeated an enemy force killing 
nearly one hundred.

Weshington, November 27—Plans

GERMANS WERE CRUEL 
TO ARDENNES PEOPLE 


Paris, November 27.—Dr. Albert 
Favre, under-secretary of the inte- 
rior, Who has just returned from a 
visit- to the Ardennes . department, 
which was so long entirely occupied 
by the Germans, describes condi- 
tions there as having been greatly 
ameliorated by the food supplies 
furnished by the Spanish-American 
committee, 

“The population of 200,000 have 
not suffered too severely from hun- 
ger,’ he said today, “thanks to the 
constant devotion of the Spanish- 
American committee, which supplied 
quite regularly floyr, dried vege- 
tables and other necessaries. Meat 
entirely disappeared two years ago. 

“On the other hand, the moral 
ill treatment of the residents sur- 
passed imagination and reduced the 
inhabitants to slavery. It Was never 
relaxed, even when the German ein- 
peror and his staff visited the de- 
partment. Their presence only saved 
the city of Mezieres for a.time. But 
during the last hours of occupation 
the German army uv.der Von Arnim 
bombarded Mezieres from the hills 
surrounding, beginning on Sunday, 
November 10, and continuing until 
10:30 Monday morning—the day the 
armistice was signed, and one-half 
hour before it' came into effect, re- 
ducing two-thirds of the town to 
ruins. Two hundred patients in the 
civil hospital were removed from 
the burning building only with great 
danger.”

Never by the slightest indication 
did any word come to me that there 
was a cold foot in the whole divi- 
sion.

Rear Ad- 
miral Gleaves, commanding the con- 
voying forces, will be named by 
President Wilson for the vacant vice 
admiral’s post thus created. No 
change in assignments will accom- 
pany the promotions which will be 
made for merit. 
U. S. Squadron in Europe’s Waters. 
There are indications about the 
department that plans are already 


squadron. With the increased re- 
sponsibilities of the United States 
in Europe due to the war and the ex- 
panding merchant marine, it is re- 
garded as probable that a definite 
naval force will be maintained in 
European waters hereafter and it 
is possible that steps may be taken 
toward establishing limited base 
faciliteis for the upkeep of the 
force. The navy now has a station 
at the Azores and officers believe 
an arrangement with the Portu- 
guese government under which the 
station will be continued for some 
time, at least, is to be expected. 

In discussing the future of the 
fleet, officers realize that the crea- 
tion of aleague of nations may pro- 
duce new considerations. As the 
United States is sponsor for the pro- 
posal for a world league, it is as 
sumed that aconcrete plan of action 
has been mapped out for President 
Wilson by his military advisers. 
This would include the proposal of 
an organization under which the 
combined fleets would operate to 
police the world. 

International Sea Force. 

The most practical way of arrang- 
ing for an international police force 
of the seas, many officers believe, is 
to so provide that the locality of the 
disturbance to be quelled govern the 
composition of any international 
fleet to be sent to the scene. That, 
also, would obviate any difficulty 
as to selecting the officer to com- 
mand. 

Should the trouble arise in a sec- 
tion of the world where British in- 
terests were dominant, it was sug- 
gested, the major portion of the 
naval force to be assembled would 
be British and the commander Brit- 
ish, with squadrons of the other 
naval powers attached to show the 
unity of purpose. Where American 
interests were chiefly involved, the 
main fleet and commander would 
be American. 

This suggestion arose from the 
feeling among some officers that 
the idea of an international fleet, 
under a supreme commander, and 
kept constantly mobilized for oper- 
ations in any theater, is not practi- 
cable. It was admitted, however, 
that nothing definite was known as 
to the plans which may have been 
evolved for carrying into execution 
the league idea.

Dr. Mueller said 
that if the present lawless situation 
continued, the German state would 
break financially. — 

Herr Schaffer, minister of finance, 
outiined an extensive financial pro- 
fram, including sharp measures 
against taxation, frauds and exces- 
sive war profits. 

Early Call for Assembly. 

Copenhagen, November 27.—Keen- 
est interest is felt throughout the 
German empire in the result of the 
conference of representatives of the 
federal states at Berlin. The ques- 
tions of summoning the national 
assembly and insuring the unity of 
the empire are being discussed 
-everywhere. It is generally expect- 


red a decision will be reached to eall 


the national assembly at the earliest 
possible moment, otherwise Bavaria, 
Wurttemburg and Baden are re- 
ported to be considering the forma- 
tion of a separate republic. Hesse 
Hanover and German-Austria are 
also credited with demanding a 
meeting of the national assembly. 

It is stated that feeling at 
Bremen and Kiel is against the 
Spartacus party. At Bremen the 
soldiers and workmen’s council 
voted, 81 to 20, in favor of the n-u- 
tral, assembly.

Previously he had an- 
nounced that the bands to be of- 
fered then would be of short ma- 
turity, less than ten years, and it 
has been indicated that the amount 
would be around five billions. Al- 
though Mr. McAdoo did not state 


learned the treasury plans tenta- 
tively to hold it the last three 
weeks in April. 

Blocks of treasury certificates of 
indebtedness, ranging in amount be- 
tween $500,000,000 and $750,000,000 
will be marketed every two weeks,

The amount of clothing and equipage 
on hand for the use of the army on 
November 1, ten days before hos- 
tilities c@ised, is shown in a report 
made public today by Brigadier 
General Robert E. Wood acting 
quartermaster general. 

Included in the list of articles of 
clothing on hand and not in pos- 
session of the troops on November 
1 were in round numbers 5,000,000 
cotton coats, 6,000,000 woolen coats, 
4,000,000 overcoats, 9,000,000 flannel 
shirts, 45,000,000 pairs of winter and 
summer drawers, 44,000,000 winter 
and summer undershirts, 11,000,000 
pairs of shoes of all types, 46,000,000 
pairs of stockings and 6,000,000 
blankgts. 

Some of this large supply of cloth- 
ing. all of which and even much 
more would have been needed had 
the war continued through the win- 
ter, will be used before the troops 
can be demobilized.

AIRCRAFT TO GUARD 
COASTS OF AMERICA 


Washington, November 27.—The 
navy department's program for mak- 
ing permanent the 21 coastal air de- 
fense stations planned for the war 
was explained to the house appro- 
priations committee today by Ad- 
miral Taylor, chief of construction, 
who asked that $85,769,000 be pro- 
vided for this work next year. 
Squadrons of fighting aircraft of 
every description will be included in 
the equipment for stations along the 
Atlantic, gulf and Pacific and insu- 
lar possessians. 

New stations, Admiral Taylor said, 
are to be erected on the Maine coast 
between Portland and Rockland: at 
Narragansett bay, New York; Port 
Arthur, Texas: San Francisco: Sew- 
ard, Alaska: Hiwaiian islands; Vir- 
gin islands: Guam, and in the ca- 
nal zone. Stations now are under 
construction at Cape Lookout, N. C.; 
Brunswick, Ga., and Galveston, 
Texas, and others have been com- 
pleted at Chatham, Mass.: Rocka- 
way Beach, Cape May, Miami and 
Key West, Sandiego and in the cana] 
Zone, 

In a general discussion of plans, 
Admiral Taylor said the fastest air- 
plane in the world was being built 
in the United States. This machine, 
known as the Kirkham tri-plane, 
developed a speed of 160 miles an 
hour, and experiments are contem- 
plated to see if it-can do better than 
that.

Local Company to Sur- 
render Franchise — Bell 
to Give the City 25 More 
Free Phones—No Instal- 
lation Charges Probable 
Under New Ordinance. 


A proposed merger of the Atlanta 
Telephone and Telegraph company 
with the Southern Bell Telephone 
and Telegraph company was given 
the approval of the joint session 
of the telegraph and telephone and 
the ordinance committees of coun-

ordinance giving the public service | 
corporations the right to combine, 
received the favorable vote of a: 
majority of the members present, |

The ordinance that was approved 
was not the original one referred 
to the above committee at the last 
meeting of council, but a new one, 
Which provides for the surrender 
of the perpetual franchise enjoyed 
by the local telephone company 
within ten days after the merger 
when it shall be cancelled. And as 
amended it provides that the Bell 
Telephone company shall furnish the 
city of Atlanta 25 additional free 
telephones, upon the return of the 
system to private ownership, in lieu 
of the 25 phones now furnished free 
by the Atlanta phone company. This 
was agreed to by President W. T. 
(;entry, who was present at the 
jPearing, and who further agreed to 
write the postmaster general, who 
now has direction of all telephone 
lines, asking that these free phones 
be granted the city during the 
period of government operation. | 

President Gentry also stated that | 
there would be no charges for serv- | 
ice connection or installations when) 
subscribers changed from the At-| 
lanta phone to the Bell, unless the | 
postmaster general specifically de-} 
manded that such charges be made, 
which he said was highly improb- 
able. 

_~ Bondholders’ Plea. 

Major E. E. Pomeroy, local attor- 
ney for tne bondholders of the At-| 
lanta Telephone .company, appeared 
in the interest of the ordinance. He 
made it plain to the members of the 
committee that the local telephone 
company, financially, was dead, and 
asked that council allow it to pass 
out of existence in an oraerly fash- 
ing by selling its property, not in- 
cluding its franchise, to the Bell! 
Telephone company, which he de- 
clared was the only possible pur- 
ehaser. The ordinance, he said, pro- 
vided forth» surrender of the com- 
pany’s franchise, and President W. T. 
Gentry, of the Bell company, later 
stated that his company did not 
want the per petual franchise, being 
satisfied wicca th. one given the Bell 
company for a period of forty years. 

Major Pomeroy declared that the 
Atlanta Telegraph and Telephone | 
company, which began business in | 
Atlanta in 1896, and which had been} 
known first as the Atlanta Tele-) 
phone company, then as the Stand- 
ard and finally as the Atlanta Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company, had 
traveled a rocky road, being in finan- 
cial straits many times. He then 
explained to the members of the 
committee about the foreclosure 
proceedings that are now pending 
against the company under its 
bonded indebtedness of about $1,- 
000,000. “The property of the com- 
pany has steadily decreased,” de- 
clared he, “and not only has th» 
company no money with which to 
pay even the interest upon the 
bonds, but it cannot provide money 
to operate its plant or make re- 
pairs should a sleetstorm or other 
catastrophe greatly damage _ the 
lines.” 

Deerease in Business. 

Major Pomeroy stated that the 
Atlanta phone company had 6.000 
phones in service in 1912, but that 
today there are only 4,600, two thou- 
sand of which are duplications of 
the Bell service. He showed how a 
saving of $84,000 per year could be 
made by doing away with the dupli- 
eate phones. He was asked what 
addtional burden would be placed 
upon the people by the increased rate 
asked bv the Bell company, which 
would begin the first of the month 
after the merger had been complet- 
ed. and answered that not more 
than $8 a year would be added to 
the cost of the remaining 2,500 
phones of the Atlanta company, 
which would be taken over by the

Jumps in Day For 
Local Balloonist 


Jumping three times from flaming 
balloons by means of parachutes 
within the short time of three hours 
and twenty minutes was the thrill- 
ing experience of an Atlanta boy, 


First Lieutenant D,. M. Reeves, 
United States Air service, Seventh 
Balloon company, A. E. F. 

A letter conveying this informa- 
tion was received Wednesday by Dr. 
S. M. McCallie, state geologist. 

At the same time Dr. McCallie re- 
ceived a German trench helmet, in 
the hatband of which was written 
with ink, the name of the unlucky 
Hun, “Kreteschman,” who fell 
fore the victorious Americans. 

Before entering the army Lieu- 
tenant Reeves was clerk at Ogle- 
thorpe university. 

After being physically disqualified 
for airplane duty, Lieutenant Reeves 
applied for balloon work and was 
accepted and placed with the 5Sev- 
enth company. 

The letter in part follows: 

“On my first ascension, before I 
had been up 30 minutes a Fokker 
attacked me and set fire to the Dal- 
loon which fell in flames, and I 
jumped. Then today I was attack- 
ed at 11 a. m. and had to jump, but 
the plane was driven away by anti- 
aircraft fire and the balloon saved 
I immediately reascended and in 43 
minutes was again attacked by an 
enemy plane and jumped again. The 
balloon fell in flames. I landed on 
a hillside and was dragged about 
100 feet before I could cut loose 
from the parachute. 

“Owing to rainy weather I have 
only had 3 hours and 20 minutes 
in balloons and had three jumps. 
This is quite unusual as most ob- 
servers here have 100 or more hours 
and some have never jumped, and 
only a few have jumped 
times.

‘It is quite thrilling, 
while waiting for the 
open.

“I find ballooning equally as ex- 
citing as airplane work. I am right 
on the line and see war as she lis.

Malines, Belgium, November 27.— 
Forty-nine Belgian priests were tor- 
tured and put to death by the Ger- 
mans during the occupation, Car- 


dinal Mercier, the primate of Bel- 
gium, declared in an interview to- 
day. He added that twelve thousand 
men were removed from his diocese 
to Germany, where they were forced 
to wor’ Other crimes committed by 
ans, the cardinal said, were 
too long and too terrible to relate 
briefly. 

Cardinal Mercier said he was hap- 
py to see Germany defeated, adding: 

“The barbarian formula of might 
over right has received the final 
death blow. German dreams of 
world-domination have been shat- 
Honor only is paid to the 


free and’'independent. The integri- 
tv of the marvelous French nation, 
which roused the admiration of tha 
world, by its unshakable tenacity, 
remains absolutely complete. The 
Christian faith has been re-estab- | 
lished.” 

The cardinal related that in the 
early stages of unrestricted German 
submarine warfare, the Marquis of 
Villalobar, the Spanish minister to 
Belgium, called on the German gov- 
ernor general in Brussels and ask- 
ed him to intervene with Berlin to 
limit the submarine warfare to the 
belligerents. The Spanish minister 
Save the governor this advice: 

“The Americans are exasperated | 
and are on the verge of joining the’: 
allies, which will mean the defeat! 
of the central empires.” 

“We have no fear whatever of the 
Americans, who will never be able 
to help the allies,” the governor 
Zeneral replied, haughtily, the car- 
dinal said. “An army cannot 
raised in a few months. Three vears 
at least will be necessary for them, 
and France and her modest ally, the 
British, will be crushed long before 
that.” 

Cardinal Mercier concluded’ by 
sayine that the Spanish minister 
had made the true prediction. He 
paid tribute to the armies of France 
and Great Britain and the United 
States, 

“The triumph of justice is com- 
plete,” he cardinal added, “and right 
has been victoriously vindicated.”

_American Army of Occupation, 
November 27.—All German soldiers 
with the exceptions of the classes 
of 1898 and 1899 are being dis- 
charged as rapidly as possible, ac- 
cording to reports reaching the 
American third army. These two 
classes will be held in service until 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg sees 
fit to dischaarge them. 

The schedule of demobilization in 
Germany is being carried out as 
rapidly as the troops reach their 
various headquarters. 

While there are a few stragglers 
behind it, the German line in front 
of the American army runs gen- 
erally from Bitburg, through Treves 
to Oberemmel, Oberzerf and Los- 
heim. 

The number of Germans wearing 
red ribbons on their breasts is re- 
ported to be increasing. There have 
been several reports of instances 
where Officers have been stripped 
of their insignia by the men or have 
donned private uniforms and march- 
ed with their men for their own 
protection. There is said to have 
been much dissension among the 
rank and file of the Germans thus 
far during the withdrawal.
